(This is another of the splendid articles by Kenneth McGregor 
who seems to have had an exceptionally good time in Scotland last 
winter at which time he participated in the judging of the many 
classes at Perth.) ’ ; 

It must have been about nine o’clock Sunday night when we 
left Ballindalloch. I remember driving down the lane as we left 
and when we turned the corner I looked back but could not see very 
much. I sincerely regretted that I had to hurry away so fast and 
only wished that I could have spent the next day quietly walking 
around and letting the atmosphere of Ballindalloch, the history of 
Ballindalloch and the cattle I 
was seeing at Ballindalloch 
sink into my system. After 
visiting Ballindalloch I real- 
ized how futile it is for us to 
imagine that we can found a 
herd today and breed as good 
cattle tomorrow as a place 
like Ballindalloch that has 
been at it for 125 years or 
more. 

These Scotch breeders 
and these wonderfui herds 
like Ballindalloch know their 
business, know their cattle 
and know how to mate them. 
Some day we in this country 
will have herds of cattle that 
are one hundred years old. 
Some day in this country, we 
will be able to produce ani- 
mals that have one hundred 
years of the breeding of one 
herd behind them. Until that 
time arrives and it is some 
distance ahead yet, we never 
can expect to breed the same 
uniformity into our cattle or 
have the same satisfactory 
results as these breeders in 
Scotland or herds like Ballin- 
dalloch, who can say that ev- 
ery animal in their herd can 
show through its pedigree 
the efforts and the work of 
one great herd or one great family of people, who have been con- 
tinuously breeding the ancestors of their animals. 

The reason that an animal that is bred by one man or bred in 
one herd for generations back is better than an animal whose an- 
cestors have come from many different herds, is that with this one 
man’s work there is uniformity of effort and ideas that will result 
in the progeny of the animal being uniform also. If the animals 
come from a herd like Ballindalloch where the greatest bulls of the 
breed have been used, this uniformity and high quality is distinctive 
and there would be something wrong with the whole business of 
animal breeding if it did not count for something. One thing I do 
know is that I was so impressed that I could not get it out of my 
mind. I still think about it and it forced me to realize that we are 
Just starting in this country in the animal breeding business, as 
compared with the business as carried on in Scotland.

NOW THAT ITS CORN SHUCKIN’ TIME 
GUESSES WILL SOON BE KNOWN FACTS. 

’Tis corn shuckin’ and the shuckers, both human and mechani- 
cal, are busy throughout the corn belt. It will not be long now un- 
til the season’s estimates will be known facts. Riding along a 
beautiful highway in southeastern lowa the other day, alone, gave 
ample time for reflection. Just over the fence to the right in a 
field of upright corn a spanking span of big gray mules were mov- 
ing forward down the rows at the command of a lad who was toss- 
ing a steady stream of golden corn up against the high bang board. 
The air was chill and the lad was idling no time away. As he 
reached from stalk to stalk and flung high the yellow ears other 
days came into mind. What kind of a new fangled “peg” might 
this modern “shucker” be using? Ill bet it was not a tried and 
seasoned round hickory such as we used to whittle out for dad and 
the men early each fall and lay up on the warming shelf of the old 
cook stove there to be seasoned—they came in sizes ranging from 
those to fit the grasp of the big double fisted hired man down to 
the boy’s size to fit our own. Those were days of real sport when 
we tried to get the corn into the crib before the holidays at least. 

Slipping along through a wooded tract and out onto another 
bit of prairie another field, this time to the left presented an en- 
tirely different aspect.

uizzed by someone during his visit to 
the 1929 International, at Chicago, about 
the year of his birth, Mr. Auld replied, “I 
ean easily settle that for you—I was born 
the same year as Pride of Aberdeen, May- 
flower (614), and Erica—you can figure it 
out for yourself.” And to these names he 
now says may be added (in view of the 
present contribution) Lizzie 2nd, Guinea Pig 
3rd; and Young Panmure and Jenny of Til- 
lyfour—the two latter bred at Tillyfour. His 
association with the breed beginning with 
his residence at Tillyfour is indicated in one 
of the articles now contributed; and his 
American activities are recorded in the 
Breeder’s Gazette—as importer, exhibitor, 
and judge; as well as literary champion of 
the breed. It is a curious fact that the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Review is reprinting a series 
of letters and articles that appeared in 1875 
from the pen of William Watson and Wil- 
liam McCombie. Mr. McCombie wrote out 
his notes and dictated his contribution to 
Mr. Auld, who also contributed to the dis- 
cussion, and it is strange that he should 
have lived to see this controversy of sixty 
years ago reprinted. Mr. Auld wrote “The 
Chronicle of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle” for 
the Gazette and published “Breeding the 
Blackskins” from its pages; compiled “The 
Breed that Beats the Record” and was the 
author of the History of the Breed issued 
by the American Association in pamphlet 
form—besides contributing matter and por- 
traits to the first volumes of the Herd Book, 
etc. 

It is a curious fact that the first of his 
paternal family name appears prominently 
in 1574 in the famous Buchanan country, 
around Loch Lomond, the family being also 
prominent in Glasgow. Next appears David 
Auld, who married in 1719 a daughter of 
the last Buchanan laird of Boquhan, or 
Buchan More, of which estate David’s fam- 
ily very narrowly escaped becoming the 
heirs of entail. But it is perhaps more in- 
teresting to state that the last occasion of 
Rob Roy’s kin exacting in Scotland Black- 
mail, occurred in 1745, in connection with 
this very last laird of Boquhan. Then, it 
was at this self same place in 1871 that that 
sensational sale of Shorthorns occurred at 
which the Prince of Wales paid 1000 gs. and 
2000 gs. each for two Shorthorn bulls. The 
next David Auld appeared in Ayr, associat- 
ed with Burn’s “Daddy Auld” of Mauchline, 
and Dr. Robert Auld, successor of “Dalrym- 
ple mild,” minister of the Auld Kirk of Ayr, 
who baptized the poet. The family burying 
ground is near that of William Burnes, Rob- 
ert Burns’s father in Auld Alloway Kirk- 
yard. This David built Doonbrae House just 
below the kirkyard on the exact spot where 
Tam O’Shanter is described by Robert 
Burns as turning round to gaze at Auld Al- 
loway kirk “a’ in a bleeze” on his famous 
canter frae Ayr, “ae market nicht.” 

_ Mr. Auld made his first visit to America 
in 1880—at the invitation of an old family 
that still held its manorial possession from 
the time of George III. He got so homesick 
that he did stay to enter into negotiations 
for the then proposed importation of An 
Aberdeen-Angus herd. But he remembers 
that the Scots in New York were laying 
plans for the unveiling of a statue to Rob- 
ert Burns in Central Park, in October. Lit- 


tle dreamed he that fifty years later he was 
to become the central figure in the celebra- 
tion of the fiftieth anniversary of that un- 
veiling, under the auspices of the Robert 
Burns Memorial Association on the fourth 
annual memorial exercises in the Park of 
the association founded by him in 1927. 
When in later years Mr. Auld took up his 
residence in New York, he became publish- 
er, editor, and citizen. He edited The Scot- 
tish American. As a citizen he became “re- 
spected like the lave”—to adopt Robbie’s 
phrase. He was one of Mayor Gaynor’s 
committee of 100, in 1913, to arrange the

Tercentenary anniversary of the birth of 
the city. He was a member of the commit- 
tee of the Children’s pageant in Central 
Park; was on the general committee of 
America’s Making Pageant and received the 
thanks of Brigadier-General W. A. Whyte, 
C. B., C. M., for his services during the war 
in connection with the Recruiting Commis- 
sion of which the general was the head. 
Taking an interest in eugenics, in 1913, he 
opened the first class on that subject at 
Mount Morris Church, Harlem, with college 
professors; the first course of the kind ever 
given within the walls of a church. He is 
a member of all the Scottish societies, an 
honorary member of several, has been for 
many years an officer of the New York 
Seottish Society, of which he is now Presi- 
dent. He devotes his time in retirement to 
his studies in heredity, racial origins—and 
particularly to writing out his material on 
the history of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. He 
organzed the first Better Beef exhibit in the 
city under the auspices of the American In- 
stitute at which U. S. Department officials 
gave the demonstrations and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture received a gold medal 
for installing the exhibit under Mr. Flo- 
rnce McCarthy’s direction. 

Mr. Auld is a member of the Highland 
and Agricultural Society, of the Edinburgh 
Veterinary Association (1878); and a Fel- 
low of the Zoological Society of London 
(1885). His correspondence with scientists

includes such names as Weismann, Sergi, 
Pokorny, Eoin McNeill, Cessar Ewart, F. R. 
S., Sir Arthur Keith, President of the Brit- 
ish Association, and others. He obtained 
his first knowledge of biology from Sir 
John Struthers of Aberdeen University; and 
of his interest in veterinary matters from 
Sir John MacFaydean (now president of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons) 
when he was taking a winter course at the 
Royal (Dick’s) Veterinary College in Edin- 
burgh, during which period he resided with 
Principal Walley. 

In New York he has published “How to 
Breed the Human Race” as a result of his 
interest in eugenics; and “The Burns We 
Love” has been hailed by Burnsonians as 
the first book ever written to “reveal the 
soul of the poet.” 

He has accumulated an invaluable library 
of books, papers, manuscripts and family 
documents dating back to 1780; and to Ab- 
erdeen-Angus readers he would say that he 
would be glad to receive any breed matter 
of any kind to file it where, as he is plan- 
ning, the collection would become perma- 
nent. How to effect that is—a problem.

females back. I shall be interested to know 
if he was able to get them. 

Mr. Hastilow’s farm is out about ten 
miles from Grantown-on-Spey. He is using 
two Ballindalloch bulls. One of these bulls 
is Prince Jaco. This bull is a brother to a 
great sire in Scotland whose name I failed 
to remember. Mr. Hastilow’s other stock 
bull is Edmar of Ballindalloch—a brother 
to Evenson of Ballindalloch, the famous 
stock bull in the Mulben herd, which I de- 
scribed in an earlier story. Mr. Hastilow 
has been breeding cattle a long time and 
takes a great interest in them. I enjoyed 
Mr. Hastilow’s welcome very much and we 
must have talked till away after midnight 
about Aberdeen-Angus cattle and about 
United States and Canada. I said good-bye 
to Mr. Hastilow late that night as we were 
going to start away at daylight in the morn- 
ing. 

We had a call in for six o’clock Monday 
morning. This is winter time in Scotland 
and it does not come day light till around 
7:30 a.m. We wanted to be at Ballintomb, 
Mr. Donald Allan’s famous farm, by day 
light. We arrived there when it was so 
dark we could scarcely see the cattle. Mr. 
Allan was not home but we were shown 
around among the cattle by the herdsman 
and I was greatly impressed with this Bal- 
lintomb herd of which I had read so much. 

It soon became lighter and we were able 
to inspect the breeding cows in the barn. 
There we saw the old Miss Burgess cow 
the dam of “Maid of the Bummers,” the 
great Perth champion that was imported by 
Pete Ross to this country some years ago. 
She was purchased by Milt Tudor of Iowa 
City, and has been a great producer in this 
herd ever since. This is the best strain of 
the Miss Burgess family and practically the 
only strain of the family that I found in the 
leading herds of Scotland. We also saw a 
wonderful Georgina cow, that had been bred 
by His Majesty the King. She was the dam 
of one of the best bulls I saw in Scotland. 
I cannot name the different cows in Mr. Al- 
jan’s herd, but they were very uniform, very 
smooth and typically Aberdeen-Angus cows

From the cow barn, we went out into the 
yards and there we saw around twenty 
yearling heifers. These heifers were prac- 
tically all sired by the Harviestoun bull that 
had sired Mr. Allan’s winners at the Perth 
show.

In 
common with all the farms I visited in Scot- 
land, these heifers were being grown out on 
turnips and straw and no grain was being 
fed.

From these yearling heifers, we went in- 
to another barn where we saw some of the 
cows that had not calved yet.
